More blue mold found; risk 
of additional spread is high

I am sure it is no consolation 
to Gov. Ernie Fletcher that he is 
not the only governor in trouble 
over allegations of violating state 
civil service laws. 

Maryland’s Republican gover- 
nor is being investigated by a leg- 
islative committee dominated by 
Democrats. Illinois’s Democratic 
governor is being investigated by 
both state and federal officials 
over Republican charges that 
state jobs and contracts were 
given to administration support- 
ers. 

According to the Associated 
Press, Illinois Gov. Rod 
Blagojevich, who has not been 
charged, allegedly filled non-po- 
litical jobs with his political sup- 
porters, and Maryland Gov. Rob- 
ert Ehrlich faces a legislative in- 
vestigation that state government 
employees were fire for political 
reasons. 

Everyone denies any wrong- 
doing. 

Fletcher, of course, was in- 
dicted by a special Franklin 
County grand jury on three 
charges relating to abuse of state 
merit system laws protecting gov- 
ernment employees from politi- 
cal discrimination or influence. 

And the AP is not the only na- 
tional news organization focusing 
attention on Fletcher’s legal and 
re-election problems. The Wash- 
ington Post has reported on the 
hiring scandal in Kentucky. Last 
week The New York Times 
weighed in on whether Fletcher’s 
indictment and low approval rat- 
ings pose a threat to the major 
advances made by Republicans in 
Kentucky in recent years. 

The November legislative 
elections - which will occur the 
day before Fletcher’s trial in dis- 
trict court here is scheduled to 
open - will be a good indication 
of the potential collateral damage 
to Republican candidates from 
the hiring scandal. 

The likely outcome is that nei- 
ther party will be pleased with the 
results. The Republicans will not 
pick up enough seats in the House 
to threaten Democratic control, 
but the Democrats will not suc- 
ceed in challenging Republican 
dominance in the Senate. 

It is the gubernatorial election 
of 2007, however, that will be 



critical for both parties. 

The new Fletcher-Rudolph 
ticket will have to score some 
major successes, including 
Fletcher’s acquittal by a jury, to 
have any chance of a second term. 

And Democrats will have to 
come up with a gubernatorial 
slate strong enough to overcome 
the money and work Republicans 
will put into retaining the 
governor’s office. 

If the Democarts succeed - 
and that is decidedly up in the air 
- they may be able to turn back 
the Republican tide in 2008 leg- 
islative elections. 

But in the meantime, Fletcher 
and his top aides must avoid at 
all costs the blunders that got 
them in this mess in Frankfort in 
the first place - in particular the 
blanket pardons Fletcher issued 
that suggested strongly that ev- 
eryone was guilty or else the par- 
dons would not have been neces- 
sary. 

Last week’s frontal assault on 
political web logs, or blogs, was 
hardly in that category, but it was 
silly and unnecessary and suc- 
ceeded in alienating state employ- 
ees even further. 

Blocking access to political 
blogs by state government com- 
puters sent the bloggers (of all 
political persuasions) into hyper 
overdrive and only drew attention 
to them. 

After all, state employees in 
the capital city have ready access 
to the editorial pages of three 
daily newspapers; so cutting off 
the political blogs appeared arbi- 
trary and childish. 

But then Fletcher has had a 
difficult time communicating 
through either traditional media 
outlets or the electronic type. 

He is still in the market for his 
sixth communications director, 
and Fletcher’s inability to keep 
them for more than a few months 
itself has become the butt of 
jokes, blogged, published or 
merely tacked to utility poles near 
the Capitol. 

Even if Fletcher has guberna- 
torial company over hiring scan- 
dals, he can take heart that he does 
not have the ghosts of three 
former Illinois governors con- 
victed by the feds in recent de- 
cades that hover over 
Blagojevich’s future.

picts is now owned by Dorothy’s 
niece, Sheryl Cassity of Washing- 
ton, daughter of Revery Cassity 
and the late Hobart Cassity. The 
pattern depicts the log cabin with 
its center block of red or its 
derivitive, in this case a burgundy 
representing the heart of the 
home, in memory of Dorothy and 
honor of Revery, who certainly 
were/are the heart of the home 
and hearts of their family as well 
as many students. 

Block #2 is located on U.S. 
460 between the homes of 
Marvin and Bonnie Burton and 
Hester Burton.

Blue mold has been observed 
in a field at the Morgan-Johnson 
county line. Samples have been 
submitted to the UK Plant Pathol- 
ogy laboratory to confirm this 
finding. These plants were not 
plugs and had been in the ground 
for over a month. Lesions ap- 
peared to be approximately one 
week old with active sporulation 
evident. 

For much of this week, cooler 
temperatures are expected, both 
day and night, and chances of rain 
range from 30 to 40 percent. 
Thus, we can expect blue mold 
to remain active, and there is a 
good chance that we will see fur- 
ther spread. It is critical that 
growers keep a close watch on 
their fields and maintain a good 
preventive fungicide program to 
minimize the risk to their crops. 

Chemicals can do little to save 
a crop if the tobacco has not been 
treated before the blue mold hits. 
A Dithane/Acrobat mixture is 
recommended followed seven 
days later with Quadris. Actigard 
may also be used but the plants 



must be at least 18 inches tall and 
the material should be applied 
three to five days before infection 
for the product to work effec- 
tively. 

Any tobacco remaining in 
greenhouse or outdoor float beds 
should be destroyed as soon as 
possible if it is not to be set, as 
plants in float beds can be very 
susceptible to blue mold. Once 
infected, old float plants can be- 
come good (and likely unnoticed) 
source of inoculum for further 
outbreaks of blue mold. Should 
the disease appear on plants to be 
set in the field, destroy them as 
soon as possible, along with any 
non-symptomatic plants from the 
same float bed. Blue mold 
progresses to the systemic phase 
on a high percentage of plants 
that are infected at the seedling 
stage and these plants will not 
thrive if set in the field.

Part IV of 6 Oil Industry 
Planned for Cannel City in 
1915’

This article was supposed to be 
in three parts, but I have decided 
to add a Part IV.

Walbridge, Carr, 
and Stanton were from New York 
City, Wintrigham from Brooklyn, 
N.Y., and Broas from Monroe 
County, Pa.

The West Liberty City Coun- 
cil approved during its June 26 
meeting the annual blacktop pri- 
ority list for those city streets to 
receive 948 tons of asphalt this 
year.

If there’s ever been a time to 
be optimistic about Kentucky 
football during the Rich Brooks 
era, it’s right now. Now, before 
we get too excited. I’m not say- 
ing they’ll win six games and be 
bowl eligible. But, again. I’m also 
not saying it won’t happen. Bot- 
tom line is this; ever since Brooks 
has been in Lexington, the woes 
of NCAA probation have cast a 
shadow over the football pro- 
gram. There’s always been some- 
thing to blame losing on . . . and 
in Brooks’ defense . . . rightfully 
so. But those days are over. This 
is his team, his recruits, and his 
coaches. No where in the equa- 
tion is the nasty word probation. 
Finally, we get to see what the ball 
coach is really made of. 

Schedule-wise, this season has 
bowl game written all over it. Af- 
ter opening with a tough one at 
Louisville, Kentucky will play 
two winnable games at home . . . 
Texas State and Old Miss. After 
a brutal trip to Florida, the Cats 
come back to Commonwealth for 
a date with Central Michigan — 
again, another winnable game. 
Then after taking on South Caro- 
lina at home and hitting the road 
to LSU, Brooks and company 
have Mississippi State in 
Starkville, Vanderbilt (without 
Jay Cutler), and Louisiana Mon- 
roe in Lexington — with the last 
three grouped among dreaded 
matchups with Georgia and Ten- 
nessee. Honestly, there are six or 
maybe even seven games that 
Kentucky has a realistic shot of 
winning. And when you throw in 
the fact that UK is playing seven 
of its 12 games at home. Brooks 
has the perfect opportunity to 
prove that Athletics Director 
Mitch Barnhart is not as crazy as 
people claim. 

Last week, my friend and Her- 
ald-Leader sports writer Mark 
Story was interviewed on Lexing- 
ton radio about the upcoming 
football season. When asked if he 
expected UK to be bowl eligible 
come late November, Story sepa- 
rated his head from his heart: 

“Do I think it could happen? 
Yes. Do I think it will happen? 
No.” We shall soon see.

Coach Wood focusing 
in on football season 



Cougar coach says 
top concern is health 
of quarterback

For Coach Randy Wood, the 
month of July means that football 
season is just around the corner. 
And with 15 games put in the win 
column over the last two seasons, 
you can bet every die-hard Cou- 
gar fan is counting down the days. 
But just how much success 
should be expected in 2006? Even 
the coach admits that’s hard to 
say. 

“I really don’t know what to 
expect,” Wood said on Tuesday. 
“It all depends on who comes out 
this summer and how healthy our 
quarterback is.” 

The :who comes out” state- 
ment is something many coaches 
are dealing with this time of ear. 
There’s always that chance that 
an impact player from the previ- 
ous season will elect not to play 
this time around. Wood says he’s 
hoping to avoid that problem. 

“There’s always a bit of con- 
cert this time of year because of 
the low number ofkids(15to20) 
who are in our weight room,” 
Wood said. “You hear rumors that 
one kid’s going to play or another 
one”s not going to play. But then 
again, June is usually always 
slow. We try not to panic becse 
things usually pick up in July.” 

The other question mark cen- 
ters around quarterback Andy 
Fannin, who missed literally the 
whole baseball season due to a 
shoulder injury. Wood says life 
without Fannin could make for a 
long season. 

“He’s our quarterback, and at 



this point, there’s really no other 
option,” Wood said. “I just don't 
know how good we can be with- 
out him. This injury has put him 
developmentally behind sched- 
ule, but he should be cleared to 
play. He might not be ready as 
early as we’re hoping for, but I 
know we need him.” 

If the Cougars can get at least 
a semi-healthy Fannin on the 
field, it will be up to the offen- 
sive line to protect him. Coach 
Wood says he’s confident that can 
happen. 

“Our offensive line has im- 
proved,” Wood said. “We’ll have 
Charoles Gilbert and Ryan Buck- 
ler returning, as well as Clay 
Adkins — who was able to get 
some starts and play a lot last 
year. We’ll also have three or four 
other guys to chose from. Michael 
Paul Fugate, Joey Fletcher, Jus- 
tin Leach, Matt Frisby, and 
Nathan Cantrell all have a chance 
to help us. I believe we can put a 
good line on the field. 

“Fannin should get plenty of 
help in the backfield from full- 
back Derrick Young, who rushed 
for over 1,000 yards last season. 
Young is widely regarded as one 
of the region’s strongest and most 
dangerous ball carriers. As for 
receivers, Fannin will rely on se- 
nior Wes Montgomery, who was 
probably the team’s most reliable 
big-play threat in 2005. Wood 
says John Robert Henderson, 
Zach Burton, Josh Blevins, and 
Geordan Conn should also figure 
prominently in the offense. 

In the next edition of The Cou- 
rier, we’ll turn our attention to the 
Cougar defense as the 2006 foot- 
ball season continues to draw 
closer.

‘Silicon Holler?’ 
MSU home of 
landmark pjts. 

A physicist at Morehead State 
University claims he is six to nine 
months away from completing a 
“working model” of a device that 
could help U.S. soldiers detect 
roadside bombs in Iraq. 

Bob Littlepage is working with 
the U.S. Department of Defense 
on a device that will use optical, 
electronic, infrared and chemical 
sensors to locate the bombs. 

A story by Art Jester of the 
Lexington Herald-Leader notes 
that aside from potentially sav- 
ing lives, this story’s significance 
is that Littlepage works at a 9,000- 
student rural university. Morehead 
is home to a multimillion-dollar 
space science program — one of 
only four in the nation — and is 
seeing itself as the driver behind 
a “Silicon Holler” — a reference 
to the mountains and valleys in 
northeastern Kentucky, and 
California’s Silicon Valley. 

Morehead will start construc- 
tion on its $16 million, 45,000- 
square-foot Ronald G. Eaglin 
Space Science Center next year 
and plans to open the facility fea- 
turing a domed planetarium in 
2009.
